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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rodgers (5422628) in view of Horowitz (6053622). 

Rodgers shows a shoe comprising a signal (light, sound, or both, see column 3 lines 
49-51), an electric circuit (figures 6-10) operated by a switch (12) which is controlled by 
a moveable magnet (24 or 24P) substantially as claimed except for the moveable 
magnet being in an external toy. Horowitz teaches providing an operating magnet (22) 
which operates a switch (in sensor 17) in a toy (20) and the magnet controlls the switch 
which operates the light feature. It would have been obvious to provide the operating 
magnet in an external toy as taught by Horowitz in the shoe of Rodgers to make the 
shoe easier and cheaper to manufacture, to make the shoe lighter in weight, to provide 
additional amusment, etc..
